PROJECT DESCRIPTION

This project involves annual routine maintenance and improvements within existing campgrounds and day use areas on
Jackson Demonstration State Forest. Maintenance activities include: road improvement; minor changes to campsite layout;
installation of kiosks, displays, and information stations; repair, replacement, and installation of tables, fire pits, barbeques,
vault toilets; installation of signs and markers; installation of fences, corrals, and barriers to define use areas. These activities
will increase environmental protection by providing sanitary facilities, encouraging responsible use, and preventing and
reducing environmental impacts such as soil erosion and surface instability. Maintenance activities will be conducted so as to
avoid significant adverse impacts to cultural, biological, recreational and aquatic resources. This exemption will be
reevaluated every five years.

REASONS PROJECT IS EXEMPT
